(1) Agency employees who lose their lives 
while serving their country in the field 
of intelligence would be eligible for 
consideration.

(2) Employees may be either in a staff or 
contractual relationship. 

(3) Death may occur either in the foreign 
field or in the United States; however, 
the circumstances of death must be of 
an inspirational or heroic character. 

(4) The death must have occurred on or 
after 18 September 1947. 

c. Selection 


Before inclusion on the memorial, the circum- 
stances surrounding the death of an employee will 
be reviewed by the Honor and Merit Awards Board 
which will make its recommendation to the DirecfibEATINTL 
No name or symbol will be entered on the memorial
